DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This is the third Office action on the merits of Application No. 10/566,004, filed 25 
January 2006. Claims 13-21, 23 and 26-34 are currently pending.

Allowable Subject Matter 

3 . Claims 1 3-2 1 , 23 and 26-34 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claim 13: 

The prior art of record fails to show or render obvious a method for controlling an 
actuator of a starting clutch of an automatic transmission, as recited in claim 13; 
specifically, wherein the method includes the step of periodically activating the actuator 
to engage and disengage the starting clutch at an activation frequency selected to cause 
the back-and- forth rocking motion. 
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Claim 26: 

The prior art of record fails to show or render obvious a method for controlling an 
actuator of a starting clutch of an automatic transmission of a motor vehicle, as recited in 
claim 26; specifically, wherein the method includes the steps of: 

Tuning the periodic fluctuation of the transmitted clutch actuator to characteristics 
of the motor vehicle and an obstacle in a drive path of the motor vehicle; and 

Automatically overcoming the obstacle in the drive path while maintaining the 
predetermined transmission ratio unchanged during the periodic fluctuation operation of 
the actuator or the starting clutch.
